Slavery Still 
Persists In 
Some Nations

(AP) — More than IOO years 
after 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
abo­ 
lished slavery in the United 
States, there are still “ a few 
hundred 
thousand” 
chattel 
slaves in the world. 
That is the estimate of Col. 
Patrick Montgomery, secretary 
of the Anti-Slavery Society of 
London, which has been fight­ 
ing all forms of slavery since 
1839. 
Interviewed here, he noted 
that the 1956 Geneva Supple­ 
mentary 
Convention 
against 
slavery and similar practices 
banned not only chattel slavery 
but also debt bondage, serfdom, 
sale of children and servile 
marriage. 
He 
estimated 
that 
persons 
subjected to all those forms of 
involuntary 
servitude 
except 
hard-to-prove servile marriage 
numbered “ about IO million.” 
He said if servile marriage was 
counted in, the total would be 
much higher.

Montgomery, a retired Brit­ 
ish army 
officer 
would 
not 
name 
any 
of

localities 
where 
those 
practices 
per­ 
sisted. 
But in testifying earlier be­ 
fore a U.N. body, he said his 
society had reason to believe

U.S. Planes Continue Attacks 
Along DMZ, In N. Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) — American 
fighter-bombers

Vietnam triggered nu­ 
merous 
secondary 
explosions, 
the U.S. Command reported to­ 
day and B52 heavy bombers 
cropped nearly 600 tons of ex­ 
plosives along the demilitarized 
zone. 
Fighting 
continued 
for 
the 
12th day along the DMZ Mon­ 
day, with 37 North Vietnamese 
reported killed. Many of them 
were the victims of U.S. fight­ 
er-bombers and artillery. Four 
South Vietnamese troops were 
reported killed and 25 wounded. 
Viet Cong forces shelled the 
big U.S. helicopter base at Phu 
Loi, 12 miles north of Saigon. 
The U.S. Command said less 
than five rockets hit the base, 
wounding some Americans but 
causing no fatalities. Field re­ 
ports said a few helicopters 
were damaged. 
The air attack inside North 
Vietnam 
Monday 
afternoon, 
two miles north of the DMZ, 
was the 52nd so-called “protec- 
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tive reaction” 
strike against 
North Vietnam this year. 
Capt. James D’Entremont of 
lie U.S. Command said the an­ 
tiaircraft battery 
fired on 
an 
unarmed American reconnais­ 
sance jet and the two F4 Phan­ 
tom fighter-bombers escorting 
the photo plane 
attacked the 
battery. He said 
none of 
the 
U.S. aircraft was hit, but the 
numerous secondary explosions 
reported by the pilots indicated 
direct hits on the antiaircraft 
battery 
or 
on 
ammunition 
stored there. 
D’Entremont said it was the 
third time since 
Aug. 8 that 
U.S. 
reconnaissance 
planes 
have been fired on in the area. 
The U.S. Command said the 
B52s’ targets today were enemy 
“troop locations and rocket and 
mortar positions.” It was the 
fourth day on which the big 
bombers have flown some 20 
strikes along the DMZ as part 
of the effort to blunt the North 
Vietnamese offensive launched 
Aug. 12. 
The North Vietnamese For­ 
eign 
Ministry 
accused 
the 
United States today of “sus­ 
tained wanton” bombing and 
shelling of its territory for the 
past week and said there were 
“many civilian casualties and 
much civilian property dam­ 
age.” 
Radio 
Hanoi 
broadcast 
a 
statement claiming that B52s 
and 
fighter-bombers 
attacked 
Quang Binh province Aug. 16-17 
and Huong Lap village north of 
the DMZ. The statement also 
charged that four villages in 
the Northern half of the DMZ 
were shelled daily Aug. 16-21 by 
U.S. warships as well as land- 
based artillery.

on 
North Vietnamese statements,” 
said M*j. Robert O’Brien of the 
U.S. Command. He said, how­ 
ever, that the command’s re­ 
ports indicate only “military 
targets” have been attacked by 
U.S. forces, and he indicated 
there had been no American at­ 
tacks in the northern half of the 
DMZ—which is North Vietnam­ 
ese territory—since June 30.

He said rumors of a massive 
prison escape attempt by “rev-1 
olutionary types” had been cir-l 
culating for months in Califor­ 
nia prisons and had caused him 
to meet a week ago with top 
state prison officials to discuss 
security measures to prevent 
violence. 
Procunier said the discovery 
of a 9mm foreign-made auto­ 
matic in the Afro-style hairdo 
of Jackson, one of the so-called 
Soledad Brothers, may have 
started the break prematurely 
Saturday. 
Jackson had just returned to 
the maximum security adjust­ 
ment center after talking with 
attorney Stephen M. Bingham,1 
when the gun was found during 
a routine “skin search,” Procu­ 
nier said. 
After Jackson grabbed the 
pistol and “got thè drop on the 
guard,” he ordered several offi­ 
cers to the floor and made one 
guard release 25 other prison­ 
ers in the first floor cells, pris­ 
on officials said.

“ the m ost devastating enem y

m an has ever had.” 
The H ouse reversed itself a 1 
few m onths la ter and the gov­ 
ernm ent began its w ar on ra ts.

the 
D epartm ent 
of 
H ealth, E ducation and W elfare 
has distributed $14.8 m illion for 
fiscal 1969, $12.7 million for fis­ 
cal 1970, and had $15 m illion in 
its fiscal 1971 budget. And Con­ 
gress has voted $15 m illion for 
ra t control in fiscal 1971, w hich 
began Ju ly 1.
